Recently the pitch staged a full scale friendly 
between the Great Britain student team and a Kuwait 
visiting side and received glowing reports from the 
match officials. 

Since then the surface has been constantly used by 
Rotherham United for training purposes and looks 
likely to be part of the uillcrs 1 training facilities 
until October. Plans had been established to use the 
grass pitch ov»r the coning season for Aurora United 
in the I'd thread County denier League but events of 
the past month has meant that this >111 no longer 
be the case. 

Despite the recent hot weather and constant use the 
pitch is holding up well under extremely difficult 
conditions, A great deal of hard work has had to be 
put in by the Aurora groundstaff in order to maintain 
the quality surface including having to move the 
playing area several feet in one direction. Continual 
watering nas had to taxe place especially around the 
goalmouths but the end result is an excellent playing 
sunace that >111 benefit many teams over the next 
nine months.
